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DETAILED ACTION 
This application was transferred to Examiner Quang Nguyen, Ph.D. in AU 

1633. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/29/08 has been entered. 

Amended claims 1, 6 and 12-37 are pending in the present application. Claims 
12-37 were withdrawn previously because they are directed to non-elected inventions; 
and they should be cancelled. Please note that a complete reply to the final 
rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate 
action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP S 821.01 . 

In light of currently amended claims 1 and 6, the following species restriction is 
required. 

Species Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 
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A screening method comprising the step of selecting a compound that 
decreases the level of at least one gene product recited in the Markush group of 
independent claim 1 .
